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SUBJECT: DEKLERIS SEEKS EVACUATION FOR WIFE AND DAUGHTER 

1. MICHAEL DEKLERIS GREEK CONSTITUTIONAL EXPERT AT INTER 
COMMUNAL TALKS LOOKING DISTRAUGHT AND DISHEVELED CAME BY 
EMBASSY AFTERNOON JULY 26 TO ASK IF USG COULD ASSIST IN 
EVACUATING HIS WIFE AND DAUGHTER LOCATED AT MAXERA MONASTERY. HE 
SAID GREEK MFA (GOUNARIS) APPROVED HIS SEEKING OUTSIDE 
ASSISTANCE FOR DEPENDENTS EVACUATION ALTHOUGH, ACCORDING TO 
DEKLERIS, NO PLANS HAVE BEEN MADE BY GOG FOR EVACUATION OF 
DEPENDENTS OF GREEK DIPLOMATIC PERSONNEL. DEKLERIS ADDED HIS 
NON-GOVERNMENTAL STATUS AIDED IN MFA'S APPROVING HIS REQUESTING 
SPECIAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR HIS DEPENDENTS. 

2. WIFE KATERINI AND DAUGHTER PLENA, NINE YEARS OLD, ARE WITH 
MRS. LENA SIGALA AND HER SON ALSO ABOUT NINE YEARS OLD IN 
MAXERA MONASTERY. DEKLERIS BELIEVES THEY ARE IN NO PHYSICAL 
DANGER. HE ASKED THAT HIS "GOOD FRIEND" DCM GRANT DO WHATEVER 
POSSIBLE TO EFFECT EVACUATION AND IF THIS NOT POSSIBLE UNDER USG 
AUSPICES WOULD GRANT TURN PROBLEM OVER TO BRITISH. EMBOFF 
EXPRESSED SYMPATHY BUT POINTED OUT UNAVAILABILITY OF USG 
TRANSPORTATION. EMBOFF INDICATED HOWEVER PROBLEM OF EVACUATING 
HIS WIFE AND DAUGHTER WOULD BE CONVEYED EMBASSY NICOSIA FOR 
POSSIBLE SUGGESTIONS OR REFERRAL TO UK HIGH COMMISSION. WOULD 
APPRECIATE REPLY AS SOON AS POSSIBLE SINCE DEKLERIS APPEARS IN 
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
